Her smiling face and 


cheerful greetings were never lack- 
ing until ha/ health failed a short 
time ago. 


Mrs. Ashard was -born at Cowles 


Prairie, just out of Palmyra, Wis., 
October 26, 1846 and before coming 
into the old capitol she ran a stand 
where the new bank building is now 
being erected. Her husband, W. A. 
Ashard died five years ago. 


She is survived by four sons and 


two daughters; Mrs. J. M. Shealy, 
ai.d Miss Ula Ashard, Milwaukee; 
Clyde A. Ashard, Kilbourn; William 
E. Ashard, Libertyville, 111., Archie 
II. Ashard, Madison; and Harold L. 
Ashard of Milwaukee. The funeral 
will be held from the residence 302 
East Main, either Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday.

Hengell Urges Protectiom&f- 


American Workers9 Rights 


Madison Pastor Declares That Principles of Ethics Are 


Keystone in Relation Between Capital 


and Labor 


The government 
should protect 


the American worker in the right of 
a fair living wage, the right to or- 
ganize and the right to demand ar- 
bitration where collective bargain- 
ing fails.

This is the belief of the Rev. H. C. 


Hengell, rector of St Paul's Univer- 
sity chapel, who is addressing audi- 
ences in various Wisconsin cities v.n 
''Industrial Democracy." 


The Rev. Mr. HengeU's lecture in 


full follows: 


INDUSTRIAL DEMOCRACY 
By the EEV. H. C. HENGELL 
Early in January I listened to a 


iecture on "Industrial Democracy" 
given by • W. Z. Foster, organizer 
and leader of the big strike against 
the United States Steel Corporation 
in the fall of 1919. Speaking under 
tho auspices of the Social 
Science 


.Club of Wisconsin, Mr, Foster de- 
clared that economic force alone ef- 
fectively controls and should con- 
trol the relations between employers 
and employes in industry. 
He said 


that Mr. Gary and his associates axe 
justified in exploiting the workers 
in th« steed industry if they can do 


so, but that the organized workers 
should be equally justified in using 
their organized power to get any- 
thing they want. My questioning 
after the lecture led hun to say in 
effect that principles of moral right, 
of justice, and charity are unimpor- 
tant in industrial 
relations, tihat 


economic force 
alone 
rules 
and 


should rule. In other words, he de- 
fended the doctrine 
that has so 


long worried the world, the doctrine 
that might alone makes right 


I have no quarrel with Mr. Foster 


for saying that might alone actually 
regulates the relations between cap- 
ital 
and 
labor 
nowadays. Both 


sides insist upon their rights as in- 
terpreted by themselves. They ac- 
tually respect only snch duties as 
they are forced by the other side to 
respect. 
Having the greater eco- 


ncjnie power, capital is usually on 
the offiensive and labor on the de- 
fensive in tteis industrial 
strife.

Madison Short 
750 Dwelling 
Units, Report 


A shortage of 750 dwelling units 


now exists in Madison, according to 
figures compiled by the Association 
of Commerce. 
The total popula- 


tion of Madison, excepting the'stu- 
dents, who also have to be housed, 
is approximately 40,000, as estimat- 
ed by compilers of the city directory 
which will be out in a few weeks. 


Figuring that there is an average 


of four members to a •family unit, 
Madison should have 10,000 dwel- 
ling units it is claimed. There are, 
however, only 9,250 su:h units. A 
unit, as defined in this compilation, 
is a residence of two or more rooms 
occupied, as a dwelling by one or 
more persons. The average family, 
all over the Uniied States, has, ac- 
cording to census statistics, 4.2 
members. In 1900 Madison had an 
average of 4.8, but this is believed 
to have decreased, with the increas- 
ed cost of living in the past twenty 
years. 


The normal yearly production of 


dwelling units in Madison, according 
to JJie report, should be about 350 a 
Hear, whilu production of such units 
"has been, for the past seven years, 
as follow*: 


Units in 1914, 263; 191-5, 322; 


1916, 453, slightly 
above normal; 


1917, 169; 1918, 64; 1919, 107; and 
1920, 79.

Denial of State Rights is Main-

WASHINGTON — The validity 


of the transportation act was at- 
tacked today by the supreme court 
by 42 states and defended by coun- 
sel for the railways. 


The suit, the first of several ones 


to reach the highest court, was filed 
by the stat« of Wisconsin, but the 
attorneys general and railway and 
public utilities commissions of 41 
other states were permitted to be- 
come parties to it. 


The only action in the case today 


was the filing of a brief by repre- 
sentatives of the states and the rail- 
ways, but oral argument will 
be 


heard some time this wee", if 
the 


court moves through its calendar 
wrth the normal speed. 


The states'' brief declared that as 


now administered the'act, by center- 
•irig alT'pbwer over-rates-IB the-iir- 
terstate commerce commission, taak 
away from the states rights specific- 
ally reserved to them by the federal 
constitution. 


M. B. Olbricb, council for Gover- 


nor went to Washington on Satur- 
day to appear for the'state of Wis- 
consin in this important litigation. 
Mr. Olbrich wHi make the principle 
orgnment against the contention of 
the interstate commerce commission. 


Mr. Olbrich contends 
that the 


state of Wisconsin hts the power to 
fix its own state passenger rates and 
that the present passengers rates 
for 3—3:6 cents a mile is null and 
void. 
The principle argument for 


the railroads will be made by Bruce 
Scott representing the Burlington 
line. Scott was a former law pro- 
fessor at the University of Wiscon- 
sin and recently was appointed 
General Counsel for the Burlington 
System. Col. A, P; Thorn, Counsel 
for the association of Railway Ex- 
ecutive will also make an argument 
:n the supreme court favoring the 
view that the states have not the 
newer to fix their own passenger 
rates.

erty righta rather taan the human 
rights of labor. Bui sometimes la- 
bor gets the advantage and unjustly 
injure* capital and the public by 
unnecess»ry strikes in industry es- 
sential to the public welfare. Even 
if capital largely 
disregards 
the 


principles of justice and charity in 
the exploitation of labor, that does 
not justify labor in doing something 
wrong in retaliation. 
Two wrongs 


do not make a right. 


But Mr. Foster is _wxong in as- 


serting that 
economic force alone 


SHOULD govern the conduct of em- 
ployers and employes. It is strange 
that he" and many labor 
leaders 


should be so near-sighted as to ad- 
vocate the very idea which is advo- 
cated by most capitalists, that the 
question of industrial relations is 
a purely economic one and that it 
has nothing to do with morality _or 
religion. 
Big business usually in- 


sists that its relations to labor are 
purely matters of business that have 
no bearing upon principles of jus- 
tice and charity. 


The idea that the relations be- 


tween capital and labor are chiefly 
business affairs is altogether wrong. 
The idea reminds me of the Jew 
who addressed his son as follow*: 
"No-w, Ikcy, I set you up in business. 
Make money, honestly, if you can, 
but. mnkc money." ., To this Jew 
honesty in business was a mere in- 
cident to be dispensed with when it 
interfered with making money. To 
many capitalists today tho principle 
of justice and charity 
arc 
mere 


trifles that may be set aside when 
they interfere with production and 
dividends. That notion underlies all 
injustice in business nnd ind'ostriul 
relations 
between 
men. 
Twenty 


years ago Leo XIII condemned thp 
idea by' snying, "The error is very 
common that the industrial prob- 
lem is purely economic, but, as a 
matter of factv it is above ' all 
a 


moral and religious issue and, for 
that reason, its settlement is to be 
sought mainly in the'moral law_ and 
in the pronouncements of religion." 
Right reason confirms 
the 
Pope's 


statement. Eight, not might, should 
govern human conduct in industry 
as well as in evcrythin-g else. 


Tho first step in bringing about 


just industrial relations is the all 
nround rccocrnition of the fact that 
the problem is primarily moral or 
ethical and that in order to be defi- 
nite and effective, morality needs 
the sanction of religion. Every one 
must do his part to lead public opin- 
ion to the rcco£ni:i>n of the fa_ct. 
Prnn^rly enlightened public opinion 
will insist upon the settlement of 
industrial and other social problems 
on the sound basis of morality nnd 
religion. 
PaWic opinion rules the 


world but if public opinion is not 
properly informed, it will remain as 
indifferent and ns helpless in so-lv- 
rng the industrial prohlom as it i? 
now. 
OUT first task is to educate 


the paWic in sound moral and reh- 
gioms principles. 


Let no one assert that the Indus- 


trial problem is one that dices not 
concern or touch him. That is ,thc 
Ir.noruaffo of the murderer, Cain, who 
nsked, "Am. I my brother's keeper?" 
The answer is "yes, as a member of 
Hie human race, I am my brother's 
keener, I must sec that justice is 
done him. or I have no right to ex- 
pnct 
justice 
or 
mjrray 
myself.' 


Move-over, every one is cither an 
employer or an entoloyee, • at least 
•nolfniiially. 
Even children and do- 


prmlenis consume the joint product 
of capital and labor. 
When labor 


ai:c' capital v/zii(re war by sh-fkes or 
lockouts, it affects everybody vital- 
ly, both as to material interests and 
as to moral responsibility. 


Granting that industrial relations 


arc human relations and, therefore, 
subject to moral and religious prin- 
ciples, the ncrct step is to find the 
correct interpretation and applica- 
tion of 
these principles. The big 


employers as well as the big. labor 
leaders nre often quite willing to 
admit that they nrust obey the moral 
i.-i-w in dealing with each other, but 
they insist upon interpreting and 
applying the moral law according 
to their own lights 
which 
are 


dimmed 
by conscious or 
sub-con- 


scious selfishness. To find the cor- 
rect interpretation 
owd application 


of the moral 
law requires expert 


study and also 
reliance upon the 


time tested pronouncements of re- 
ligion. 


It is strange that people who rely 


rapon experts 
and 
authorities in 


everything else assume <;hat they 
are quite competent to decide moral 
and religious questions upon their 
own 
untrained , judgment. 
There 


never was a more absurd popular 
fallacy. 
Deep »tud_y and thorough, 


training 
are required to master 


moral and religious science. Phil- 
osophers and 
theologians are the 


only competent experts in the _sci- 
enc'es of morality 
and religion. 


People often forget this when they 
acwpt the notions of medical men, 
socialists, and expert 'men in other 
lines, on questions of 
moral sci- 


ence. 
Simply because a physician 


affirms that it is morally right to 
do a certain thing is no reason for 
accepting his assertion 
as sound 


and true. H« may know mnich 
about medical science and yet. be a 
fool when h« discusses moral o^jes- 
tions. To believe his moral doct- 
rine simply becauso he has a big 
name as a surgeon or a physician 
is like holding that a man is a 
good acrobat simply because he is 
an eminent poot. 


There are 
many professors and 


instructors in 
social 
science and 


sociology in ouri state and secular 
universities who have no 
sound 


training in the science of ethics. 
As a consequence, their lectures and 
writings reveal many fallacies and 
sophisms to the man 
schooled in 


moral philosophy. 
Most 
of 
the 


popular books written on sociology 
by men who manage to keep their 
•ismics before the public, contain a 
tot of solemn nonsense. They dis- 
cuss industrial relations And other 


social questions intbwit r«g*rd to 
sound moral principles. 
Dr. Joto 


A. Ryan of the Catholic University 
is probably the best authority on 
social science in America, 
chiefly 


owing to the fact that he is also an 
exp«rt in die science of ethics or 
moral philosophy. Pope Leo XUI's 
Encyclical on the Condition of _La- 
bor written thirty years ago, is n 
classic on the relations tihat should 
obtain between 
capital and labor 


because he bases his observations 
on the Bound principles of ethiafl 
science. 


The average man will renddly ad- 
mit that the relations between em- 
ployers and employees s^hould be 
fair and democrajic, or, in other 
words, just and charitable. 
Clearly 


the principles of justice nrust gov- 
ern both employers and employees. 
If both sides are in earnest in this' 
matter, they will honestly ask and 
answer sutch questions as these: 


What are the limits of ray rights"! 


What are the rights of the other 
party? What are my duties? 


If employees consider these ques- 


tions sincerely they will conclude 
that they owe their emiployeas and 
the public an honest day of work 
far a fair day's wage, that they 
should not attempt to do as little as 
possible and to get as ranch as pos- 
sible without regard to wtiat is 
right 
or wrong. The employers 


will.conclude that wealth is a1 stew- 
ardship, that business demands ser- 
vice, that there are such things as 
fair profits, fair interest and fair 
prices beyond which is graft and in- 
justice. Above all the 
employer 


must remember that employees are 
human beings and not mere ma- 
chines or instnimients of 
produc- 


tion, that the employees' claim to 
'.i decent living wage comas before 
dividends 
on capital. Employers 


must learn to think more of human 
rights and less of property rights. 


Capital or big business is pretty 


well able to take care of itself 
without much 
government assist- 


ance or 
protection. And yet, the 


vested interests almost run the 
jrovenrm'CTit. 
It is, of course,, the 


function of government to protect 
all, both employer ar.d' employee, in" 
life and in property. But too much 
stress is put 
upon property, too 


little upon life and a decent liveli- 
hood. Government should, above all 
protect labor in the folio-wing rights: 


1. A decent family living wage, 


according; to the American standard 
of living. 
All the year round a 


wage at least sufficient to protect 
the worker and his family in sick- 
ness, misfortune and aid age. That 
should be the first lien upon in- 
dustry. 


2. The right to organize, to form 


and to maintain labor, or trade 
unions in ordor to deal collectively 
with 
their 
employers 
through 


agents of their own free choice, as 
to minynTum wage, hours, and other 
conditions of work. 
Shop commit- 


tees, themselves employees, .are at 
a decided disadvantage in dealing 
with their own employers. The 
workC7-s have a moral right which 
the state should 
sanction to deal 


with their employers through out- 
side 
representatives 
freely chosen 


by their union^. Even of employer? 
deal benevolently with their 
em- 


ployees through negotiation with 
shop committees only, refusing to 
rrcognize the so-called outsiders. 
they are p.ract.isinrr a sort of over- 
lordship, 
industrial 
aiitocrncy or 


feudalism which, even if benevolent, 
has no place in democratic America. 
American 
workers 
find 
political 


democracy less important to them 
t'han industrial democracy. 
They 


are fully entitled 
to the latter. 


Steel kings, coal kings and railroad 
Icings sire more objectionable to red 
blooded Americans then 
political 


kings or kaisers.. We want no 
autocracy in our democracy. 
As 


essential partners in industry, the 
or;ranizcd workers are entitled to 
deal on an equal democratic footing 
with their employers. 
The govern- 


ment should see that tihey get their 
rights 
as 
free 
Americans. 
The 


present "open shop'' campaign by 
organized employers is an unfair 
war upon the labor unions. 


3. Labor, as well as capital, has 


the right to demand 
arbitration 


where collective bargaining fails. 
Failing to got arbitration, labor has 
a right to strike even in essential 
industry involving the health and 
life of the public after every other 
recourse to obtain justice has fail- 
ed. In surih cases capital is-of ten 
more to blame than labor in that "it 
goads labor into the strike and then 
hypocritically puts the blame upon 
labor for the suffering of the public. 
The public deserves 
the suffering, 


"however, if it fails to force capital 
as well as labor to arbitrate and to 
do what is right and just. 
The 


United States Senate recently did a 
very unjust and foolish thir.gV*^ It 
passed an anti-strike bill directed 
against labor only. 
That's class 


legislation with a vengeance. Does 
the Senate represent employers on- 
ly or the whole country embracing 
all classes? 
If in good times labor 


may not strike to better its condi- 
tion, then neither may capital strike 
in hard times 
by shutting ' down. 


Too long have big corporations 
speeded up their plants to the limit 
and thus piled up surplus goods, sfl 
then 'closed their mills and 
sold 


their surplus goods in 
comfort; 


while the men whose brain and 
brawn went 
into the goods, 
lived 


miserably in worry and- poverty. It 
is time'for America to wake up, to 
protect the human rights of employ- 
ees aj well as tha property rights 
of plutocrats. 


Finally, labor has a right to be 


considered a partner in industry, 
for capital needs labor as much as 
labor needs capital. 
Democracy in 


industry means intelligent coopera- 
tion. If the worker understands and 
appreciates his work, he Will enjoy 
it. - Give a man the jot of moving 
stones from one place to another 
and back again without constructive 
purpose and hell quit in disgust. It 
is also wise to let him sharejn man-

GIVEN OVATION 


Packed House Hears Splen- 


did Concert at 


Gymnasium 


Maj. 
Morphy and the First Regi- 


mental band received most enthusi- 
astic applause for the merit of their 
season's second concert yesterday 
afternoon at the gymnasium, before 
a practically sold out house. 


It is a far away from the oom- 


pah-pah tootings that 
we 
might 


think of hearing from a marching 
band to the fine concert work that 
was presented in this program. The 
men of the band are individually to 
be sincerely.complimented for their 
contribution of personal effort to the 
fine success of the 
whole band's 


work. It is further pleasant to re- 
cord that this second concert was so 
considerable an advance in certain 
points of musicianship over 
the 


earlier one. That we shall look for 
still finer things from these men is 
snruly a reasonable prediction. 


The first part of the 
program, 


starting with the Tannhanser .march, 
srave the best opportunity to hear 
the fine work of the band. The tone 
of the different voices has a really 
leirato quality that is rarely heard 
from amateur bands. 
At times I 


the march and later in the Marche 
Slave the tone of 
the trumpets 


seemed too constrained, a little lack- 
ing of the virility it might have; but 
it was always clean and smooth. 
\Vhat the clarinets lacked in tone 
color they made op in agility, there 
were, it must be admitted, more de- 
mands for this latter. 


One of the most enjoyed numbers 


of the program was the Overture to 
tho opera, Mignon. 
This is a de- 


lightfully delicate conception 
and 


was well done by the band, bringing 
applause that was only stopped by 
the presentation of an encore. The 
following number, The Marche Slave 
brought out the finest work of tne 
program. This number demands a 
great variety of talent for its pre- 
sentation and it was thoroughly well 
done. Perhaps here more than any- 
where else in the program did the 
audience begin to have a sense of 
tho serious enthusiasm of the men 
to whom they were listening. 


The latter half of the program 


was given to lighter numbers, among 
them the well 
known 
Chaminade 


suite, and Cortege du 
Sardar by 


Ippolitow-Iwanow. Tho last of the 
program was a new arrangement of 
the Marche Pontificale for the band. 
This arrangement is the work of the 
director, Maj. Morphy. It is a finely 
colored bit of transcription and is 
worthy of all the attention it had 
in this first hearing and of being 
soon brought to another concert.

LAWS PROTECT 


WEAK-OIEN 


Judge Addresses Members 


of Plymouth Congre- 


gational Church 


Criticism of the centralization of 


work by the federal 
government 


which could be done better 
and 


more quickly in the states was voic- 
ed by Judge Walter C. Owen in an 
address last night at the Plymouth 
Congregational church. 


"The national government 
has 


more work than it can properly do. 
The pure food law is a remarkable 
example, he said. The federal Hire 
food law is far below the standard 
of the law in this state, yet our'law 
is practically annulled by the fed- 
eral law," he. said. 


He 
explained 
the 
criticisms 


against the courts. Delay in reach- 
ing a decision is one criticism. In 
times past, the courts were crowded 
with business causing sometimes a 
delay of two years; but at the pres- 
ent time, every court, is running on 
schedule time. A decision now may 
be reached within a few days to at 
most a few months or less than a 
year in the more complicated cases. 
When the supreme court adjourns in 
June, every case will have been de- 
cided and they will open court after 
the vacation with a new program. 


Then he discussed the oft-repeated 


criticism of declaring laws uncon- 
stitutional. He said that is the only 
way to serve the purposes of the 
constitution. It was intended orig- 
inally to prevent the majority from 
doing nif injustice to a minority. 
It 


protects the minority. 


He spoke of the new experiment 


in courts in' the way of trying to 
settle labor cases. This is now the 
only class of difficulties settled out- 
side of the court 
The 
condition 


now, 
in which the 
non-combatant 


suffers more than the real partici- 
pants in the labor quarrel makes it 
imperative, he said, that the court 
machinery should apply to • strikes 
also. As a fundamental proposition 
he said, that labor has never receiv- 
ed a just proportion of the .vealth 
created;'and also that 
the 
wage 


earner has fought his way upwards 
against great opposition. 'He is en- 
titled to a place worthy of the pres- 
ent standard of living. Judge Owen 
said that the courts with that funda- 
mental principle before them can do 
more to get for the wage earner in 
his struggle than he can get by con- 
tinuing his single-handed war on the 
employer for more of the comforts 
of life. 
Law, and courts and all 


government are for the purpose of 
protecting the weak 
against 
the 


strong and to enforce the rig' ts of 
the weak. He gave a number of 
illustrations from the laws and de- 
cisions of the legislatures and courts 
of this state showing how progres- 
sive laws have done immense good to 
the people of the state. He said he 
believed the time is ripe for the ap- 
plication of industrial disputes to 
the legal machinery of the state. 


He made an earnest plea for the 


support of the courts, and their de- 
cisions. 


U. S. Flag Wraps Octopus 


ot Greed, Says Dr. Haydon 


Real Religion Embraces Everything That Has To Do 


With Life of Man, He Tells Unitarian 


Congregation

'We are wrapping the American 


flag over the octopus of greed and 
special privilege" said Rev. Dr. A. 
E, Haydon, speaking Sunday morn- 
ing in the Unitarian church, before 
an audience which crowded the aud- 
itorium. "Lions in the Path" was 
the announced subject, and the dis- 
course was- aimed to show some of 
the causes which prevent the church 
of today from making practical ap- 
plications of true religion, to make 
this world "a worthwhile place.' 


"The college president" said Dr. 


Haydon, "who said, 'When I go to 
church, I don't want to hear eco- 
nomics, nor sociology, nor polities' 
of course had an entirely 
wrong 


idea of 
real religion. 
Nothing 


which has to do with man, and life, 
is foreign to religion. 


"The Devil Take the Hindmost" 
"Our present social system really 


has no justification, and yet they 
defend it. I hate to say it, because 
it is said so often, but the principle 
is, 'Every man for himself, and the 
devil take the hindmost.' 
Those 


who are defending things as they 
are make me think of the Bastille 
prisoner who fought to be left in his 
cell. He did not want liberty. So 
the church does not want reform, it 
does not want the dreamers of a 
better social order. 
The 
Cohrm- 


buses are rare who want to discover 
new continents of truth. 


Takes Nerve Out of Fighters 
"The first obstacle is the obses- 


sion that religion has mainly to do 
with another world, with heaven and 
hell, and so real present-lift 
val- 


ues are neglected. 
The nerve 
is 


thus taken out of the fighters, who 
would fight here and now against 
injustice, 
poverty, want, 
cruelty, 


special privilege and war. 


"Men say with Calvin,1 'God will 


carry out his plans for this world 
whether we help or whether we 
stand in the way.' 


Religion An Anaesthetic 


"And 
so religion 
becomes an 


opiate, an anaesthetic. We need to 
be cruel to this' lion in the way. 


"But sometimes when the church,
